week of the so-called in-service 
inspection of Newtons homes 
and business places. 

Fire Chief Frederick A. Per¬ 
kins, Jr., reports that his men 
on the whole have received ex¬ 
cellent cooperation at the homes 
they have visited. 

In a few instances they have 
been refused admittance and 
been turned away by occupants 
of single and two-family houses, 
whose premises cannot be in¬ 
spected without their consent. 

For the most part, however, 
the firefighters have been 
greeted in friendly, cheerful 
fashion and invited to go about 
their duties. 

The vast majority of house¬ 
holders recognize that the pur¬ 
pose of the fighters who ring 
their doorbells is to serve and 
protect them and to eliminate 
any hazardous condition which 
might result in a conflagration. 

In some homes the firefight¬ 
ers have discovered unsafe 
conditions and have advised the 
occupants to correct them in 
order to lessen the danger of 
fires. 

They have found that sub¬ 
stantial number of householders 
have failed to obtain the per¬ 
mits they should have for the 
storage of fuel oil. 

Those persons are simply be¬ 
ing advised to secure the neces¬ 
sary permits. No one is being 
prosecuted. 

So far the in-service inspec¬ 
tion, in which the firefighters 
travel on their apparatus and 
are on constant call in case a 
blaze starts anywhere in the 
city, has proved highly satis¬ 
factory 

Chief Perkins believes that it 
will be instrumental in prevent¬ 
ing damaging blazes which 
could take a heavy toll of both 
life and property.

"They evidently fail to realize 
the explosive force that these 
firecrackers contain or the re¬ 
sults that can follow' when gun 
pow'der gets into an open 
wound. 

"Many of the ingredients i 
are the 'lame as used in the 1 
manufacture of high-powered 
explosives,’ Chief Perkins cm 
phasized. "They possess both 
a serious fire aruj explosive 
hazard to "life and property.” 

The chief said it "is a pitiful | 
sight to see small children be¬ 
ing brought into a hospital I 
emergency room on this day, 
with a finger blown wide open, 
because rome one dared him ; 
to hold a firecracker in his | 
hand and let it go off; another 
with an eye cut open and pos¬ 
sibly the sight of the eye lost 
forever; this w'as due to some 
thoughtless person throwing 
firecrackers into the air to 
scare people.” 

Chief Persons said that many 
serious automobile accidents | 
have bo£n causetl by firecrack¬ 
ers being thrown at cars and 
drivers in a spirit of fun or | 
jubilation 

"Most of these children were 
too small Lo realize the dangers 
they were playing with be¬ 
cause their parents or an older 
person had given them the fire 
crackers or allowed them to 
have them. Their bodies will 
carry the scars of these experi¬ 
ences as long as they live,” the 
fire head continued. 

"Large property losses occur 
annually due to .fires starting 
in the stoiage or improper use 
of fireworks,” Perkins stated 

"Fireworks of all kinds help 
to inciease the fire and accident 
loss record at a tremendous 
rate especially when thrown 
into the air, or an open build 
ing, or the dry woods. Here 
are a few simple rules to re 
member when handling fire 
works: 

"Never allow small children 
to play with them by them¬ 
selves at anytime. 

"Keep the children a safe dis 
tance away from all areas 
where crackers are being dis¬ 
charged. 

"Never throw firecrackers at 
anyone or anything. 

"Store all fireworks away 
| from heat anad where there is 
not too much moisture,” Chief ( 
Perkins advised.

Political Overtone*

(The following editorial entitled, “Ofir Flag , which 
appeared in Trade Hi Nows, is so inspirational, so com - 
pletely filled with American sentiment and so worth read¬ 
ing, that ire are publishing it for our readers.)

But assemble a 
few rugged souls as conquered the American wilderness, 
developed our farms, built our cities, tapped our mines, 
wrote and accepted our Constitution and Bill of Rights, 
stormed San Juan and the Hindenburg line, and you will 
have one of all time’s nations. 

The American flag is our national blue ribbon, signi¬ 
fying first place in the art of seif government; it is our 
badge of distinction. It is the garland of all our victories 
and achievements. It is, in a world of despotism, the one 
bright and shining token of the dignity and immeasurable 
worth of the individual. It has become the star of hope of 
all oppressed peoples everywhere. 

Our flag is everything that is America! 

It is a crowd of school children singing “My Country 
Tis of Thee” and it is the town hall assembly of citizens 
discussing community problems. 

It is a crowd of 100,000 gone wild at a football game; 
it is a vast multitude gathered reverently for Easter sun¬ 
rise services. 

It is the last half of the ninth inning in a World series 
baseball game, and the chant of the tobacco auctioneer 
in Kentucky. 

If you are in the service of your country and you 
commit an error it is your right to trial by your own 
countryman. 

All these blessings, and millions more, are connotative 
of the American flag. But neither.singly nor collectively 
do they form the complete America of which Old Glory 
is the famed ensign. For our land is the meeting place of 
the world’s bravest ideas and ideals. It has many blood¬ 
streams, many peoples, and many customs, but through 
every group and everything blows the cool, clean air of 
freedom.

To Mark Teachers Vacations 


Make Sure You Come Back 


He didn’t follow his self-avowed policy in the battle 
over the attempted outster of two members of the State 
Milk Control Commission who had ruled against a client 
of his when he was practising law. 

Instead of keeping punching until the last hall in 
I hat fight, the Governor retreated from the clash, 
bloody and bowed, after throwing in the towel in 
about the third or fourth round, if we may borrow 
from his pugilistic expressions. 

Neither did he exactly fight it out toe to toe down 
to the finish in his losing budget battle. He backed out 
of that conflict when it became obvious he couldn’t pre¬ 
vail. In the end he declared that the members of the 
House of Representatives had done what he wanted them 
to do, when they slashed his budget. 

As this is written, Governor Furcolo is facing almost 
certain defeat on two major matters—the sales tax issue 
and the bill which would give him authority to appoint six 
additional judges to the Massachusetts Superior Court. 

In the case of the sales tax measure, Furcolo cer¬ 
tainly was the valiant warrior who kept punching until 
the last bell, who stood by his guns while all was crum¬ 
bling around him, who made suicide charges against the 
enemy ramparts, who went down with the sinking ship, 
or whatever other simile he might wish to employ. 

The way the professional politician would put it was 
that Furcolo threw everything he had into a sales tax 
fight that he couldn't possibly win. 

If Furcolo even now by some means were able to man¬ 
age to get his sales tax measure through the House of 
Representatives, it would be overwhelmingly rejected in 
the State Senate where the Governor could not muster 
more than a handful of Solons in support of it. 

The blunt fact is tnat he wouid accomplish nothing 
if he were able to rescue the bill and pull it through the 
House. All he would be doing would be to set the stage for 
a defeat in the Senate. 

A strange aspect to the situation is that even though 
Governor Furcolo has not won a single major legisla¬ 
tive victory’ in a period of a half a year—representing 
one fourth of his elected term of office—and has suf¬ 
fered a series of major and minor defeats, he gives no 
outward sign of being alarmed over the chain of set¬ 
backs he has sustained. 

The explanation, presumably, is that Furcolo by na¬ 
ture is a poker-faced individual who does not betray his 
feelings and emotions. It is oniy common sense to assume 
that he is disturbed by the succession of defeats which 
have gone into the record for him. He certainly is shrewd 
enough to recognize their significance. 

No Massachusetts Governor in modern times got away 
to as rocky a start during his first six months in office 
as has Foster Furcolo. Some of the veteran onlookers 
on Beacon Hill are comparing his administration to that 
of James M. Curley, while others are likening it to the 
regime of the late Charles F. Hurley. 

The fact is that neither comparison is really accu¬ 
rate. Curley succeeded in most of the things he at¬ 
tempted during his first stormy six months in office. 
Furcolo has failed in most of the matters he has un¬ 
dertaken. Hurley’s administration was a relatively quiet 
one until he was defeated for renomination in the 
primary. 

One of the leading newspapers in central Massachu- 
etts expressed the opinion a few days ago that Furcolo, 
after six months in office, is now fighting for his political 
life, the paper quoted members of the Legislature as 
voicing the belief that Furcolo will prove to be a one-term 
Governor. 

How much Furcolo has been hurt politically by the 
record he has made since he took the oath of office on 
the first Thursday of last January is a question that is 
impossible to answer. He certainly has lost—at least tem¬ 
porarily—the support of some of the people who helped 
to make him Governor. 

Most political experts doubt that Furcolo today 
could win reelection. That appraisal probably is an ac¬ 
curate one. The more important question, however, 
is whether he will be able to win reelection 1(J months 
from today. 

But there is no question that Furcolo’s stock at 
this time is pretty low. 


Due to the work of such a man as Registrar Rudolph 
F. King, our police department—and above all to you, Mr 
and Mrs. (and Miss) Average Driver—the State of Mas¬ 
sachusetts ranks pretty close to the top each year when 
honors are passed out among “safe-driving” States. 

We top all other States in the matter of low rates 
for pedestrian accidents. We’ve done that for nine years 
in a row. Every year Massachusetts is at or very close to 
the top in the matter of highway safety for all classi¬ 
fications *)f highway safety. 

If you think that’s a cause for knowing an inordi¬ 
nate amount of pride—you are wrong, very wrong. 

In Massachusetts this week—possibly right here in 
our own community—automobiles will pull out of garages 
and never return. The’U wind up in junk shops or automo 
bile graveyards. 

And—what is far more important—some of their oc 
cupants won’t come back either. Some will reach hospital 
beds. Some will have the designation “D.O.A” tagged on 
behind their names at the hospitals. “D.O.A.” means 
“Dead on Arrival.” 

There aren’t any new arguments for safe-driving. If 
you've read newspapers and magazines—if you have lis¬ 
tened only casually to radios and TV—you’ve heard them 
all. 

Perhaps, you have that subconscious feeling that they 
are always addressed to someone else. If you’ve never had 
an automobile accident, you probably feel that such ac¬ 
cidents are something that only come into other people’s on 
lives. 

The hard fact of the matter is that every one moving 
in a vehicle on today’s highway—every one even crossing 
the highway on foot—might well prove to be the next 
fatality victim. 

Death, can follow awfully quickly when someone 
makes a tiny mistake on our roads today. The maker of 
that mistake may be you. It might be someone else. 

The Fourth of July comes on Thursday this week. 

For a very large number of people it will be a four- 
day holiday. 

The highways of the entire nation, the highways of 
Massachusetts, the highways of our own community will 
be carrying about the heaviest burden of traffic they’ve 
ever known. 

Enjoy your holiday—every minute of it. 

May it be the finest you’ve ever known. 

But always remember a holiday—any holiday—only 
increases the responsibility you assume when you get be¬ 
hind the wheel of an automobile. 

Don*t risk the slightest deviation from the code of 
driver safety. It’s always a mistake. It can be the last 
mistake you’ll make in this life.

Under the provisions of the 
so-called, new-type ordinance, 
angle parking (headed in) will 
be allowed on Washington 
street, from Richardson street 
to Central avenue, facing the 
railroad tracks.

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Mayor Vetoes Country Club Probe Order 
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NEWTON'S NEW CHARTERHOUSE INN MOTOR HOTEL— Here is the artist's conception of what the fine new motor 
hotel will look like on its completion at Route 9 and the H ammond Pon<J Parkway.

Mayor Asks $128,945 
For Several Projects 


Appropriation orders totalling 
$128,945 have been submitted by 
Mayor Howard Whitmore, Jr., 
to the Board of Aldermen for 
action at their meeting next 
Monday night. 

The biggest project proposed 
by the Mayor calls for the ex¬ 
penditure of $43,835 for the ac¬ 
ceptance and construction of Al¬ 
len avenue as a public thorough¬ 
fare. Part of Allen avenue al¬ 
ready has been built as a pub¬ 
lic street. The order awaitinng 
the approval of the Aldermen 
provides for the surfacing of 
the roadway from the finished 
portion to Woodward street, 
a distance of 1180 feet. 

Second on the list of major 
recommendations by Mayor 
Whitmore is a suggested appro¬ 
priation of $35,855 to finance the 
construction of Stratford road 
from Fernwood road to Cum¬ 
berland road, a distance of 820 
feet. 

An appropriation of $13,500 is 
sought by the Mayor for the 
establishment of an off-street 
parking area on Chapel street 
in the Nonantum section. 

Also proposed by Mayor Whit¬ 
more is an appropriation of $13,- 


070 for the construction of 
Wood End road from the point 
where the public roadway now 
ends to Bowdoin street. That 
covers a stretch of 340 feet. 

An additional off-street park 
ing area at Melrose avenue and 
Lexington street would be con¬ 
structed at a cost of $8000 un¬ 
der the terms of another of the 
Mayor’s recommendations. 

The Mayor transmitted to the 
Aldermen a vote of the School 
Committee requesting an addi¬ 
tional appropriation of $6000 for 
the purpose of conducting th<s 
year’s summer session at the 
Newton High School. 

An appropriation of $3000 is 
recommended for the purchase 
of parking nutters to be install¬ 
ed on Watertown street. 

Relayed by the Mayor was a 
request of the city clerk for an 
appropriation of $1765 for the 
workmen’s compensation ac¬ 
count to make possible the set¬ 
tlement of the case of Arthur 
Ciolfl. 

The ninth appropriation 
recommendation provides for an 
expenditure of $920 for trio o\. 
tension of a water main in Mil 
died road.

C- C. Party Rights In Doubt 

Mayor Howard Whitmore, Jr., lias vetoed an order 
adopted by the Hoard of Aldermen directing the officers 
of the Commonwealth Country Club to appear before them 
next Monday night to show cause why they should not be 
stripped of their right to hold public functions. 

The Mayor took the action as a result of a decision 
; by the Massachusetts Supreme Court which created so 
j complicated a legal tangle that no one was certain today 
as to exactly what rights the Commonwealth Country 
Club has or hasn't got. 

The Supreme Court ruled that the Board of Aider- 
men has no power to grant zoning variances. 

While the court decree was not made in the case of 
the Commonwealth Country Club, it obviously applied 
to it. 

In effect, the court decision means that the Alder* 
men had no authority to grant zoning variances to the 
Commonwealth Country Club or anyone else and that they 
acted illegally in doing so.

Then 
came the Supreme Court rul¬ 
ing which in effect Invalidates 
all the zoning variances grant¬ 
ed by the Board of Aldermen. 

And Mayor Whitmore was 
obliged to step in and veto the 
order. 

The question of what rights 
the Commonwealth C o untry 
Club possesses is a fine one 
which requires careful study, 
the Graphic was told. 

This applies also to the build¬ 
ing permit which was issued to 
the club by the building com¬ 
missioner on the order of the 
Board of Aldermen. 

Whether the Commonwealth 
Country Club will have to ap¬ 
ply to the Board of Zoning Ap¬ 
peal to get a legal variance is 
now uncertain.

Representative Rawson call¬ 
ed attention of his colleagues to 
the fact that four men are now 
awaiting electrocution in VVal- 
pole State prison. “Three of 
them,” he asserted, “came into 
Newton a year ago to commit a 
robbery. They shot down a 
young man who merely asked 
what was going on. 

“It was a cold-blooded mur¬ 
der. The 4en received a fair 
trial. There was the case of a 
man who murde^d his own 
wife, (Domenick Bonomi). In 
each case the jury could have 
recommended clemency. In each 
case it could have made it pos- 
ible for the men to have been 
given life sentences, if in the 
judgment, of. the. jury,, they 
should have been granted that 
clemency.

In that era of good will which comes to most people 
around Christmas time you hear a lot of sympathy ex¬ 
pressed for the mailman. Folks remember that it was 
the mailman who brought those bushels of cards. It was 
the mailman who toted to the door a number of the gifts. 

It was recalled, too, that the mailman came on the 
days that were bitterly cold. He came on the days when 
the snow was piled in drifts. He came when the going 
called for tough trudging through the slush. 

Then most of us forgot about the mailman until an¬ 
other Christmas came and went. 

We were thinking of all that the other day. 

The mailman himself reminded us. He wasn’t com¬ 
plaining. He was smiling as usual. His “hello” was cheery 
as ever. He didn’t even say, “Is it hot enough for you?” 
or some other inane thing. 

But his bag was heavy. His blue shirt was soaked. 
He was tired. We looked at the clock. It was the usual 
time for his delivery. The weather hadn’t slowed him up. 
He merely shifted the leather belt of that big bag on his 
shoulder. When last we saw him he was selecting the 
pieces of mail he was going to leave at the next door. 

July is going to see the postal rates go soaring in 
some instances. Mr. Summerfield’s top echelon are even 
talking about seven cents for the stamp we now get for 
three cents. 

We hope the letter carrier and the clerk back in the 
office get some of that extra money. 

We hope, too* that folks will remember the mail man 
works just as hard in summer as he does in winter. The 
route’s just as long. The bag’s just as heavy. The dogs 
that are usually indoors in winter are outdoors in the 
summer. And the canines which don’t like letter carriers 
can be overly short-tempered when it’s hot and muggy. 

As it implies over the Post Office Building in New 
York the mailman gets to your door in all seasons of the 
year—in the winter when it can get punishingly cold—and 
in the summer when it becomes a bit warm and that leath¬ 
er bag takes on the weight seemingly measured in tons.

We have met a good many people who object stren¬ 
uously to some provisions in the bill submitted to the 
Legislature by the Governor such as the tax on machinery 
which would be a blow to job-providing industrial plants. 
Those persons invariably declared, however, that minor 
revisions in the measure would have overcome their ob¬ 
jections. * 

On the surface the opinion that Governor Furcolo 
did not jeopardize his public career by sponsoring a sales 
tax bill may seem to be in contradiction with the generally 
accepted fact that Furcolo’s political stock has dropped 
since he assumed office. 

However, that may not be as paradoxical as it ap¬ 
pears at first glance. 

What may have hurt Furcolo to a politically painful 
degree was his inability to persuade a majority of the 
members of the Legislature to follow his leadership. 
That could seriously injure his chances of achieving an¬ 
other term. 

Most political experts are in agreement that a Gov¬ 
ernor ordinarily does not by any one action or any single 
mistake cause a substantial percentage of the voters to 
turn away from him. He might alienate one group with 
a single stroke of the pen. Rarely does he antagonize a 
sizeable cross-section of the people in such a manner. 

What invariably happens is that the voters slowly 
build up an impression concerning a Governor—that he 
is doing a good job or a poor one—that he is furnishing a 
high standard of leadership or an inferior quality. When 
that impression is shaped, it is not easy to change it. 

What seemingly has made an impact and impression 
upon the voters in the sales tax conflict is that Governor 
Furcolo was rebuffed by members of his own party and 
by labor chieftains who had supported him for election 
and that in the end he was unable to prevail. 

In other words, if Furcolo has been hurt by the 
sales tax fight—and politicians in both parties believe 
that he has been—it was because he lost the light, not 
because he started it. 

When Governor Furcolo was weighing his possible 
sponsorship of the sales tax early in the year, either he 
or his advisers must have reached the opinion that he 
could advocate the tax without damaging himself pol¬ 
itically and that the move might even strengthen his 
position. 

We believe that appraisal was a completely correct 
one. His championship of the sales tax could have helped 
him. As it turned out, it probably didn’t, but it could have 
done so. The mistakes were committed in the carrying out 
of the sales tax campaign, not in the decision to seek 
the tax. 

Some politicians will dissent from that opinion. 
They argue that Robert F. Bradford was the last Gov¬ 
ernor to recommend the enactment of a sales tax, that 
he signed his political death warrant by doing so and 
was overwhelmingly defeated by Paul A. Dever in the 
subsequent election. 

We don’t think that Bradford’s downfall in 19*18 had 
anything to do with his stand on the sales tax. That was 
caused by three main factors. 

The first was that the bitter fight within the Massa¬ 
chusetts delegation at the 1948 Republican national con¬ 
vention caused a sharp cleavage in the Bay State’s GOP 
and hurt Bradford severely. The second was the strong 
trend to Harry S. Truman which occurred near the close 
of that campaign. The third was Dever’s success in con- 
wSJa § voters that he could prevent an increase in 
MTA fares if he were elected, a conviction which subse¬ 
quent developments showed to be scarcely justified.

Early suppers, late vacations, 
and baseball with every course 
of every meal is the order of 
the day In the hundreds of 
families involved in Newton’s 
vast Little League program 
during the hectic weeks of 
early summer. 

With scores of sons, dozens 
of husbands, and even an occa¬ 
sional daughter busy with prac¬ 
tices, games, meetings and 
assorted workouts, mothers of 
Newton’s 8-12 year olds are 
feeling like Little League 
widows as the 36-game season 
draws to a close. 

All Five Work 

Devotions to Little League 
over and above the call of duty 
Is exemplified by the H. V. 
MacLaughlin family of Auburn- 
dale, whose every member Is 
involved in some facet of tin 
Newton West league. Terry, 
11, and Jeffrey 9, Burr School 
students, are both LL team 
members, the former playing 
left field for the White Sox and 
the latter playing second buse 
for the Pirates. 

Sister Caryl. 17, who just 
graduated from NHS and will 
attend Cornell in the fall, is the 
official scorekeeper for the 
teams. Dad MacLaughlin, a 
salesman and Navy reservist, 
is coach of the White Sox, and 
has served two yea**s as presi¬ 
dent of the NW minors. Mrs. 
MacLaughlin serves in myriad 
capacities within the league — 
not the least of which arc help¬ 
ing father and writing up re¬ 
ports of the games for the 
papers. 

The MacLaughlins, who make 
their home at 28 Kingswood 
road, have gone so far as to 
borrow a power mower on occa¬ 
sion to cut the outffeld at Gill 
Stadiupi where they play. Both 
boys recently won prizes for 
selling the most LL booster 
tickets in their neighborhood, 
and the entire family was 
active in planning a LL picnic 
held for David Burkhart, White 
Sox manager vs^io is moving to 
California. 

A Way of Life 

The mechanics of LL opera¬ 
tion are mystifying to the - out¬ 
sider, but to the dedicated 
player or parent, auctions, 
points, scores and standings 
are as familiar as the nearest 
sand lot.

Bill Terry, who manages the 
Upper Falls Tigers, has had 
his share of these agonizing 
moments. A former coach in 
the minors who played first 
base for NHS as a boy, Terry 
heads another typical LL 
family. One son, Richard, 13, 
a LL veteran, now- plays on a 
pony team, while Kevin, 10, is 
with the Hawks, a farm team. 

Just which team to root foi¬ 
ls a problem for Mrs. Terry, 
as it is for scores of LL mothers 
throughout the city some 
with husbands ami sons on 
opposing teams the same night 
Many a mother, however, may 
not be too heartbroken if both 
Dad’s and Junior’s team are 
losing — as that makes her 
season as chief cheerer, one- 


woman weeping wall, short- 
order cook, and washer and 
ironer of uniforms that much 
shorter. 

To Greater Glory i 

If her prayers go unanswered 
and her men go on to greater 
baseball glory, she can only go 
along with them, happy in the 
knowledge that at least the 
majors play in the afternoon or 
the evening, not at the witching 
hour of 6 p.m. 

Many LL veterans have gone 
on to reap laurels in the sports 
world. One such is NN’s Jimmy 
Fitzpatrick who has a hid from 
the N. Y. Yankees. Boh Barry 
became a Catholic All .Star, and 
Brian Kenny was a standout at 
NHS this year. 

Brothers Abound 
Another dyed-in-the-dugout 
LL family are the Peter E. 
Ryans of Newtonville. While 
father serves as the enthusias¬ 
tic and able president of the 
Newton Central district, sons 
Peter and Richard hold down 
berths on the Red Sox team. 

The Central LL is alive with 
brother combinations. Besides 
the Ryans, the Red Sox boast 
Les and Mike Shea, age 12 and 
10, and even a third Shea — 
Jackie — who is not a brother. 
On the Cardinals are Gary' and 
Ricky Fentin, and father and 
son combo — manager Ray Mc¬ 
Cann and son Terry, 10, of the 
Card’s infield. 

In the Cubs line-up are Rusty 
and Martin Swartz of Newton¬ 
ville, while West Newton offers 
the AI Chasson family, with dad 
managing the Red Sox, brother 
Jon a veteran, and brother 
Wayne, 9, on the team. 

Managers Are Key 
According to Walter Kresge, 
executive secretary of the 
Newtor East LL, the managers 
are the key to the value of the 
program and give untold hours 
to the training and development 
of the youngsters. 

“Our managers” Kresge says, 
vary from salesmen to pro¬ 
fessors and include photograph¬ 
ers, food brokers, retail mer¬ 
chants, manufacturers, and at¬ 
torneys — all high type men 
from all sorts of businesses 
who give their best to the boys.”

The main heudache for Mrs. 
Delaney — and for all LL 
mothers — Is the problem of 
meals. To sup lightly on a 
bowl of Cheerlos before the 
game and dine heavily before 
bed — or to somehow sand¬ 
wich in a regular dinner before 
game time is a problem. The 
Delaney’s h~ve six children, so 
whatever schedule is adopted 
is not likely to suit everyone. 

Days Too Short F'or Boys 

Despite the inconveniences 
and the dovetailing of sched¬ 
ules required, Peg Delaney 
speaks for a great many par¬ 
ents when she says: “Little 
League has been wonderful for 
my boys. I never have to worry 
where they are or what mis¬ 
chief they are up to. They are 
always at the ball field practic¬ 
ing and the days are not long 
enough for everything they want 
to do.” 

Although the regular season 
for Newton LL’s closes this 
week, most parents will hardly 
be able to tell the difference.

tuckered out, settled them¬ 
selves for a nap; even the 
youngsters, ammunition ex¬ 
hausted, were forced to call a 
halt to th^-ir celebrating. 

On the edge of the evening, 
the neighborhood revived and 
those who still had “ammuni¬ 
tion” punctuated the silence 
sporadically.

sters. Jupiter Pluvius would 
sometimes put on a show of his 
own and spoil the fireworks. 

That was the Fourth of July as 
I knew it in the Eighties. But

Fourth Was Once 
Wild In Newtons 

A first hand account of how the Fourth of July was cele¬ 
brated in Newton back in the gay , "nom/” days 75 years ago 
is given in the following article written by Mrs. Gertrude 
Churchill Whitney of Northfield, Mass., who lived in Newton at 
the time she writes about. Her father was the late George 
Francis Churchill of Crafts street, corner of Churchill avenue. 
The July lfth celebration just observed in Newton shows quite 
a contrast, having been orderly and yet entertaining.—Ed ) 

It is gooi to awake on Fourth 
of July morning after an un- 
disurbed, refreshing sleep. I 
cannot help contrasting the 
present quiet atmosphere of 
the Nation’s Birthday with the 
boisterous din of seventy five 
years ago—“flaming youth” 
whooping it up after the tran¬ 
quility of post-Civil War days 
—“the noisier, the better.” 

My early youth was spent in 
Newtonville, but I imagine the 
Fourth of July was celebrated 
in much the same way through¬ 
out the East, until Federal and 
State laws enforced restric¬ 
tions. 

In those far-off days, the 
“noisy Fourth” was anticipated 
with dread by oldsters. Chil¬ 
dren were put to bed extra 
early, for there would be little 
or no sleep after midnight. 

At precisely twelve o’clock, 
some “Smart Aleck” would set 
off an enormous cannon crack¬ 
er, seemingly under one’s win¬ 
dow, followed by v neighborhood 
repercuss»ons. One slept fit¬ 
fully until dawn: first the roos¬ 
ters, then the older boys, began 
to celebrate lustily. 

My mother dressed me in 
woolen outer garments, for 
wool was less likely to ignite, 
she said. Then at 4:00 a.m., 
armed with strings of “salutes” 

(small-sized bunches of fire¬ 
crackers), a slow-match to set 
them off, a box of torpedoes 
and a small horn, I was allowed 
to vie with the other “small 
fry” in demonstrating who 
could make the most noise. 

Boys would show off by allow¬ 
ing a firecracker to explode be¬ 
tween the thumb and fore¬ 
finger, often with disastrous 
results. It was fun to make a 
“sqeegee” by bending a fire¬ 
cracker till the gunpowder was 
exposed and then ignite it and 
watch it sputter. Unwittingly 
some little girl sat on a slow- 
match and ran screaming to 
mother, leaving behind her a 
trail of pungent burnt wool. 

After oreakfast, father would 
join the fun. Out on the gravel 
driveway and not too ncai the 
house, he would invert a large 
tin can over a six-inch cannon 
cracker, first lighting it and 
cautioning “us kids” to stand 
back; then we’d all hold our 
breaths and watch how high 
the can would be sent skyward 
by the explosion. 

A special treat in our neigh¬ 
borhood would be the ride to 
Brookline Village, starting at 
7 a.m. in a “barge” drawn by 
two, maybe four horses, flags 
a-flying. The barge, a long cov¬ 
ered wagon with opposite 
benches the whole length, 
would be gaily trimmed in red, 
white and blue bunting; even 
the horses were decked with 
cockades and plumes in tri¬ 
color. Expresswagons, hay¬ 
ricks, the surrey with the 
fringe on top, all full of happy, 
flag-waving children and eld¬ 
ers, were all going to the 
“Antiques and Horribles.” Our 
neighboring town had laid it¬ 
self out on this annual parade, 
a veritable Mardi Gras, with 
its old-time vehicles and cos¬ 
tumes, historical and commer¬ 
cial floats simulated dancing 
bears, monkeys and clowns. 

Brookline was nothing if not 
patriotic. 

Back home again, and after 
a bounteous dinner of boiled 
salmon with egg sauce, green 
peas, home made ice cream and 
watermelon, the oldsters, all 


unbearable, when fires were 
malicious'} set, when property 
owners must take precautions 
against having a front gate re¬ 
moved, lest it be found hang¬ 
ing on the lamppost next 
morning—then the city fathers 
began to clamp down on what 
had become lawlessness. 

I will remember hearing my 
cousin, the late Dr. Donald 
Churchill, then a student at 
Phillips Academy, Andover, tell 
how the whole town stood a gog 
on the morning of a certain 
Fourth, to behold some farm¬ 
er’s ox-cart astride the roof of 
the Town Hall. It was laid to 
the students, but they weren’t 
telling. Whoever did it, It was 
always a mystery how that 
cart ever reached its dizzy 
eminence. 

As the years went on and ac¬ 
cidents increased, a ban was 
put on the sale of all cannon 
crackers in Massachusetts. 
After a time, a brisk bootleg 
business started over the bor¬ 
der in New Hampshire, where 
there were then no restrictions. 
This, too, has been done away 
with. 

The quietest and coolest 
Fourth of July I ever spent 
was passed in the heart of New 
York City, where no firecrack¬ 
ers or explosives of any kind 
were allowed within the city 
limits, even in 1920.

in MTA fares, which Dever was supposed to avert, was a 
much more powerful issue than the sales tax. 

Boston’s Mayor John B. Hynes, who is probably the 
the most popular and respected Democratic figure in 
Massachusetts, luis publicly and strongly urged the 
adoption of a sales tax. Ex-Governor C hristian A. 
Herter favored a sales tax. There is no evidence what¬ 
ever that either Hynes or Herter has been hurt in auy 
way by his sales tax stand. If Furcolo is defeated for re- 
election next year, the likelihood is that Democratic 
leaders in I960 will be importuning Hynes to stand 
against Leverett Saltoustall for election to the l T . S. 
Senate. 

When Furcolo recommended a sales tax in a mes¬ 
sage to the Legislature last January, he was widely praised 
for his boldness and courage. His popularity and prestige 
certainly did not plummet at that time. 

That in itself should be an answer to those who con¬ 
tend that espousal of a sales tax in itself is a certain step 
toward political oblivion. 

If Furcolo has been injured during the sales tax 
battle, it happened after he advocated the tax, not 
w hen he did. 
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average of around seven letters

Dog Bite Cases Outnumber 
Most Communicable Diseases 

There were more cases of dog bites reported in New¬ 
ton in the month of June than there were instances of 
whooping cough, diphtheria, meningitis, infectious hepa¬ 
titis, typhoid fever, scarlet fever and pulmonary tubercu¬ 
losis all put together. In fact, the^e were more dog bite 
cases than chicken pox. 

Only measles, German measles and mumps were re¬ 
ported in greater number than dog bite cases, according 
to the records in the office of Dr. Arthur W. Godfrey, act¬ 
ing director of Public Health. 

The dog bite cases in June numbered 53. Chicken pox 
cases totalled 43, measles, 65, German measles, 94 and 
mumps, 94. There were 12 cases of scarlet fever, 1 of pul¬ 
monary tuberculosis, 1 of whooping cough, 3 of infection 
hepatitis, 1 of meningitis, no case of diphtheria and one 
case of typhoid fever.

Despite an opinion of Attorney General George Fin- 
gold that “no compassion, no sympathy, no sentiment” can 
be shown the slayers of Merrill Lovinger in a Newton 
home-robbery invasion, Governor Furcolo has obtained an¬ 
other respite for the three convicted murderers. 

The Executive Council has acceded to Furcolo’s re¬ 
quest for another stay of the sentence to the electric chair 
imposed in Middlesex Superior Court on June 30, 1955. 

The latest respite runs to Oct. 2. 

In a letter to the Governor before the latest stay was 
granted the Attorney General strongly recommended that 
no executive clemency be extended and that the law be 
permitted to take its course. 

The dime committed by Henry P. Arsenault, Jr., of 
Natick, Arthur L. Devlin and Russell P. LeBlanc of Wal¬ 
tham, the Attorney General argued was a “senseless, point¬ 
less, brutal crime.” He said it was motivated by robbery. 


In placing his recommenda¬ 
tion before the Governor, Mr. 
Fingold used sharp and pointed 
language. Governor Furcolo did 
not mention the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral’s recommendation during 
the brief proceedings. 


The Attorney General’s letter 
leads as follows:

the claims and rules committee, 
in explaining the committee’s 
adverse report at the outset of 
the debate, asserted that the 
suggested new ordinance would 
be "very difficult to enforce.” 

Sharf broke in to say that 
most public beaches have rules 
that dogs must be restrained 
on .leashes and that he didn’t 
see how a regulation covering 
playgrounds or school yards 
would be any more difficult to 
enforce. 

Mattson replied that the po¬ 
lice are ratiier reluctant to 
chase dogs and that Police 
C hief Purcell’s department has 
neither the manpower nor the 
speed of foot to catch the stray 
canines which wander onto 
playgrounds. 

Powers declared that he had 


observed numerous instances 
whore children at play were 
bothered by dogs. He said a 
large number of youngsters 
also have been bitten by dogs 
and expressed the conviction 
that the proposal "has a good 
deal of merit.” 

President Wendell R. Bauck 
man of Newton Centre, presid¬ 
ing over the session, remarked 
that the city would need a larg¬ 
er and younger police force if 
its members are going to be re¬ 
quired to catch dogs on play¬ 
grounds and in school yards. 

When opponents of the meas¬ 
ure maintained that the activi¬ 
ties of dogs already are ade¬ 
quately controlled by an exist¬ 
ing ordinance, Alderman Pran- 
tice asserted that the present 
regulations in the city merely 
cover barking and biting by 
dogs. 

"I think we have a serious 


dog problem In this city,” added 
Prentice who went on to say 
that Newton has a large dog 
population. He said that there 
are big dogs In the city which 
knock down elderly women and 
snapping dogs which hlte chil¬ 
dren. 

Alderman Charles H. Cos¬ 
grove read the ordinance now 
on the hooks providing for the 
restraining of dogs "which by 
barking, biting, howling or in 
any other, manner disturb the 
public.” 

Powers said the purpose of 
the proposed new measure is to 
keep dogs out of places whore 
children congregate and that 
this is not covered by existing 
laws. 

Alderman Leo M. Cannon 
joined the argument and said 
there is a general law now on 
the statute books which em¬ 
powers police to order dogs re-

strained and provides for the 
assessment of triple damages 
on any dogowncr whose pet 
causes injury or damage after 
it is ordered restrained. 

A warning that the Newton 
Council of Parent-Teacher As¬ 
sociations would be back in for 
a general ordinance if the meas¬ 
ure under discussion was 
thrown out, was sounded by 
Alderman Prentice. 

Sharf complained that the 
dogs roam over one playground 
to the detriment of children at 
play. 

Alderman Harry If. Ham, .Ir., 
of Auburndale declared that the 
claims and rules committee 
would like to legislate dogs off 
playgrounds but that for prac¬ 
tical purposes it Is impossible 
to do so. 

Ham said the police have in¬ 
formed the Aldermen that they 
have no officers available to ar¬ 


rest dogs which trespass on 
playgrounds. He said there is 
the problem of identifying the 
offending dog and then order¬ 
ing its owner into court. 

"To say a dog can’t go on a 
playground or into a school 
yard is to enact an ordinance 
which can't be enforced,” ox 
claimed Ham. 

Alderman Cannon obtained 
and read a copy of the general I 
iaws which allows police to ol¬ 
der any dog. which is a source 
of annoyance, to be ordered re 
strained if complaints are made 
He maintained that the present 
statute covers the problem. 

Sharf disputed that state 
ment. contending that the exist j 
ing law does not cover the in 
terference hv dogs with chil 
dren on playgrounds. The Chest¬ 
nut Hill Alderman maintained 
that the adoption of the ordi¬ 
nance recommended by the 
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P.T.A. would discourage people 
Irom letting their dogs run free. 

Cannon replied that the mat 
ter could he taken care of if 
teachers, principals and the 
PTA would make complaints to 
the police concerning the dogs 
which annoy children on play 
grounds or in school yards. 

Alderman William I*. Ripley 
said flint one woman, who fnv 
nred the enactment of Hip ordi 
nance, told the Haims and rules 
committee that her daughter 
had been bitten by a dog. Rip 
ley said it subsequently de¬ 
veloped that the dog was leash¬ 
ed at tlie time and that the 
girl was pestering the dog when 
she was Idtten. 

Powers challenged the state¬ 
ment that the proposed ordi¬ 
nance cannot he enforced. "Tf 
it can be done elsewheie, it can 


be done in Newton." contended 
Powers who added, however, 
that he did not believe the mat 
ter should he debated at 11:45 
at night. 

President Baucknian said th» 
'•'Voodfn" r'rv*x which intrude on 
playgrounds and school yards 
ere» known by children ahu 
teachers but that nothing ever 
has been done to make com¬ 
plaints to police concerning 
them. 

A short time later, just be¬ 
fore midnight, the arg, ment 
ended, and the measure was 
killed. 

But supporters of the move 
to ban unleashed dogs from 
playgrounds, schoolyards and 
even classrooms declare that, 
the matter is not dead and that, 
more will be heard concerning 
it.

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The Mills of Justice 

On the night of Feb. 4, 1955, the public in the Greater 
Boston area was shocked by the story of how a brilliant 
young attorney had met death on the threshold of a prom¬ 
ising career. 

A bullet pierced his heart. The bullet came from a gun 
held in the hand of one of three hoodlums bent on rob¬ 
bery. They had forced their way into the home of Henry 
Mintz on Waverly avenue. They had made a mistake. They 
had planned to rob a different house. 

When Merrill Lovinger stepped forward from another 
room to learn the cause of the commotion—a gun barked. 
Lovinger was silenced forever. The invaders fled. 

Some brilliant, alert police work followed. Within a 
comparatively short time Newton police had the invad¬ 
ers in custody. 

The public of the Greater Boston area amazed by a 
series of house invasions by hoodlum-gunmen found re¬ 
assurance. In this case the bandits had been captured. 

The mills of justice ground swiftly, too. 

The three arrested men heard themselves sentenced 
to die in the electric chair. The sentence was pronounced 
on June 30, 1955, less than two months after the crime. 

The jury which had heard the case had refused to 
avail itself of an opportunity to recommend clemency and 
permit the three defendants to escape the chair. 

The mills of justice ground swiftly between crime and 
sentence. 

Now, however, two years have lapsed. The three con¬ 
victed men have just obtained another respite. 

It is quite possible that their cases may remain be¬ 
fore the courts and before Governor Furcolo and his Ex¬ 
ecutive Council for many months to come. 

It is quite possible, too, that the sentence pronounced 
June 30, 1955 may never be carried out. 

In the long interim during which capital punishment 
has been virtually abrogated in Massachusetts—10 years 
have passed. During that decade the people have been 
given an excellent example of how mills of justice can be 
slowed down to the slowest of ponderously slow movement. 

Why Not Rehabilitate TV? 

A very conscientious legislator who has been doing a 
lot of worrying, proposes legislation which would un- 
pamper some over-pampered juveniles. 

He’d like to have mandatory five-year sentences 
tagged on the likes of those foolish-looking, teen-aged 
crumbs of humanity who go around in phony black leather 
jackets, carry spring-propelled knife blades and guns. 
He’d have the courts take a much more serious second- 
look at the auto-thieves and the devotees of souped-up 
wrecks rescued from automobile graveyards. 

He thinks they make the nights hideous, too often. 
He thinks their attacks—their robberies—their extra-so¬ 
cial conduct should be durbed. 

We think so, too. 

But we don’t think Senator Parker will succeed in 
eliminating them even if he gets his latc-session bill pass¬ 
ed by the Legislature. 

First of all, there'll always be a lot of people who 
will insist the poor boys be rehabilitated. Pick up any 
book or magazine article on penology these days and you’ll 
find they want to rehabilitate the hardest of criminals, 
the most vicious of murderers. 

Besides, if we send the zip-knife kids away in manda¬ 
tory fashion after second offenses, as Senator Parker 
urges, it will be only to Concord or some other place 
where they’ll be taking post-graduate courses in the ne¬ 
farious ways of life. , 

Even as one segment of our do-gooders are striving 
to get them out and start rehabilitating them—whatever 
that means—the hoys will he learning new and l>etter ways 
of crime to use when the jail door swings open. 

Senator Parker's intentions are good. His prescrip¬ 
tion just won't work out. 

The so-called juvenile delinquency program goes 
pretty deep. Wherever it takes its secd v it will find itself 
nurtured unconsciously by the do-gooders who’ve made 
the juvenile courts ami our probation systems just a little 
red-tape romp for tin* offenders. 

Under our mid-20th Century methods of dealing 
with the problem—the courts and the probation systems 
are concerned with getting the offender “back to normal” 
us quickly as possible. Normalcy usually means a return 
to his old habits with a lesson to keep as clear of the law 
as he can. 

The old woodshed philosophy of a punishment that 
befitted the crime was just tossed out the window. 

Until the public attitude changes the juvenile delin¬ 
quency problem will remain with us. Basically, the public 
can blame itself. 

Take an example of your own complacency. Turn on 
your TV tonight. Or any night for that matter. Even on 
a Sunday night. What’s the fare? 

With a very few exceptions—and during the summer 
months, you can count those exceptions on the fingers 
of one hand — the fare is CHIME — KOBBEKY — VIO¬ 
LENCE. 

All the new-fangled ideas of crime, robbery and vio¬ 
lence are detailed for you. Guns are blasting bullets all 
night. Knives are being sunk into human anatomies. 

If you can sit there and take it the only relief you 
will get will be the absurd commercials they throw in 
lor breathers—and dollars. 

What do you do? You turn to another station—only 
to hud someone has just got his head bashed in a dark 
alley. 

You become fed up and snap off the TV. 

You don’t stop to realize that the cesspools of crime 
which TV producers nightly make of your TV screen are 
supposedly the work of adults. You don’t stop to realize 
those adults are giving you what they think is a normal 
broad segment of American life. 

\ou don't stop to realize that a very large number 
of viewers are complacently viewing this low-grade “en¬ 
ter taiiunent” and accepting it as something that's an im¬ 


portant and necessary part of life in 1957 in the United 
States. 

TV claims millions of viewers for those “entertain¬ 
ments” every night in the week. Can there be any justified 
question that they have no effect on immature minds? 

We sympathize with Senator Parker. But the ave¬ 
nues he is exploring now have all been explored before. 
We think he might accomplish much more by coming 
down from the top. 

He could start, for instance, with the misguided do- 
gboders and the “adults” who think crime is “entertain¬ 
ment.” The do-gooders will shout loudly about damage to 
rehabilitation programs that don’t rehabilitate. The 
“adults” will scream censorship. 

Yet, when you think it over why can't we start a 
nice nation-wide campaign to rehabilitate the do-gooders 
and the adults?

Sfate Withholding Tax Seen 
As Substitute for Sales Tax 

It appeals fairly certain that we’re going to get a 
State withholding income tax whether or hot we get a 
sales tax. And to many persons, particularly businessmen, 
the withholding tax may prove a bigger headache than 
the sales tax would have been. 

Ordinarily, the members of the Massachusetts Legis¬ 
lature would recoil from the idea of enacting a State with¬ 
holding tax. 

It is a proposed new law which would put another 
bite—however small—in the weekly pay envelope of the 
average worker. That is something most legislators do 
only with very great reluctance. * 

Yet, the withholding tax bill is sailing a calm, steady 
course through the Legislature, seemingly on its way to 
enactment. 

Why? Because a substantial number of legislators 
feel the adoption of a withholding tax would be one more 
reason to justify voting against the sales tax bill, and the 
sales tax measure for months has been a political bugaboo, 
which cast a big, black shadow over Beacon Hill. * 

If Governor Furcolo had never advocated a sales 
lax and had not touched off the controversy which has 
raged for six full months, the withholding tax bill un¬ 
questionably would have been dropped into the nearest 
waste basket. 

But Furcolo did seek a sales tax, and one of the 
strange by-products of that action from all indications is 
going to be a State withholding tax. 

A great many legislators obviously have been afraid 
of the political consequences of voting for a sales tax. 
Some of them, paradoxically, also have been apprehensive 
as to the consequences of voting against a sales tax. 

The adoption of a State withholding tax will help to 
bail them out. They can say, if they wish, that one of the 
reasons they voted against a sales tax was that they 
wanted to wait and see how much additional revenue the 
withholding tax would produce. 

That’s an old dodge. Whenever a highly controversial 
issue is up for decision, one way out is to say you’re pro¬ 
visionally against it because you’re waiting to see what 
will happen on something else. 

This onlooker is one of a small minority which be¬ 
lieves that there just might he more political reverba- 
ations from the enactment of a State withholding tax 
than there would have been if a WELL CONCEIVED 
sales tax had been placed on the hooks. 

One Democratic legislator arose in the House the 
other day and declared that the people want a State with¬ 
holding tax. Maybe the people in his district desire it, 
but we have yet to meet anyone who is exactly clamoring 
for it. 

The fact is that a State withholding tax is very likely 
to annoy the average worker and to throw an unwelcome 
burden onto the average businessman. 

Jarvis Hunt, the general counsel for the Associated 
Industries of Massachusetts, figured out the other day 
that the State income tax deduction from the pay of the 
average worker in industry will be in the vicinity of 42 
cents a week. 

Hunt pointed out that it's going to cost the average 
businessman almost that much for the bookkeeping 
work involved in processing the withholding tax re¬ 
turn of an employee. 

That doesn’t make much sense, and when the busi¬ 
nessmen of Massachusetts wake up to the realization of 
the expense that the suggested withholding system will 
impose on them, there are likely to be cries of anguish 
ringing out across the Commonwealth. 

The withholding tax bill was filed by State Senator 
Donald Gibbs of Newton who is as sincere and conscien¬ 
tious a legislator as there is on Beacon Hill. In fairness 
to Senator Gibbs, it should be stated that there may be 
one strong justification for the law he proposes. 

The State withholding tax would he warranted if 
tax-dodgers are cheating the Commonwealth out of 
millions and millions of dollars annually by filing no 
returns whatever when they should be turning a small 
percentage of their earnings into the State treasury. 

That appears to be the shocking fact. But if it is, 
it’s contrary to what the men responsible for the collection 
of State taxes have been telling the public. 

State tax officials declared earlier in the year that 
they were gradually running the tax-dodgers into the 
ground and were collecting taxes from people who never 
had paid them before. 

They said they were doing this by matching the 
cards filed by employers against the returns of the em¬ 
ployees and through the use of a mechanical monster 
which supposedly was death on tax-dodgers. 

The arguments advanced in favor of the State with¬ 
holding tax system certainly leave the implication that 
the so-called mechanical monster and the matching card 
system aren’t as efficient and infallible as we had been 
led to believe they are. 

If they were, there would be no need for a State with¬ 
holding tax. 

And if the withholding system is going to produce 
the additional millions of dollars that its supporters say 
it will, that money will have to come out of the pockets 
of the tax-dodgers because tlie people who have been 
honestly paying their State income taxes year after 
year aren’t going to pay any more. They’re just going 
to make their payments weekly instead of once a year. 

It’s well to keep in mind, too, that it is going to cost 
the State a lot of money to collect whatever additional 
taxes it realizes from the withholding system. 

Not only is the withholding system going to mean 
increased cost and headaches for business firms, it’s also 
going to mean higher operating expenses for the State 
Department of taxation. 

That department obviously is going to need more em¬ 
ployees to process withholding returns than to handle the 
returns filed once a year. This probably will be an ideal 
, opportunity to load up the State payroll on the ground 
that the additional expense will come out of new taxes. 

Since both employers and employees are going to 
he put to some inconvenience by a law which is designed 
to force dishonest persons to pay the taxes they right- 
i fully owe, it would he interesting to know what, if auy-

exposed by the proposed new system. 

Will anything be done about their sins of omission 
and their slight absent-mindedness in forgetting the little 
detail of filing an income tax return? 

.Will they be made to pay up any part of the money 
out of which they have cheated the Commonwealth and 
the rest of the people of Massachusetts? 

Will they be prosecuted for their tax evasion? 

Or will they be welcomed into the tax fold like prodi¬ 
gal sons coming home after the law made it impossible 
for them to cheat the State any longer? 

That is something which honest taxpayers who have 
been dutifully making their tax returns back through the 
years have a right to know. 

There’s also a financial gimmick to this proposed 
withholding sytem which is somewhat similar to the 
sleight-of-hand financing Paul A. Dever employed when 
he wiped out the old plan of paying the State income taxes 
in two installments and in so doing collected 18 months’ 
taxes in a period of 12 months. 

Under the contemplated withholding tax law, as we 
understand it, the wage-earners of Massachusetts will 
begin paying their 1958 State income taxes several months 
before they pay their taxes for 1957. 

When the federal government put in its withhold¬ 
ing tax system some years ago, it wiped out the taxes 
for tfhe preceding year and started with a clean slate. 

There is no likelihood that the State will indulge in 
any such fair or equitable gesture. 

Governor Furcolo's Father 
Produced One Sales Tax Win 

It is generally agreed on Beacon Hill that Dr. Charles 
; Furcolo, father of Governor Foster Furcolo, was respon¬ 
sible for giving his famous son one of the very few vic¬ 
tories he has achieved in his long battle for the enactment 
of a sales tax. 

That triumph, such as it was, came when the joint 
legislative committee on taxation gave a favorable report 
to a compromise sales tax bill. 

Dr. Furcolo, who is tremendously proud of his Gov¬ 
ernor-son and has been working behind the scenes to try 
to help him, is credited by most State House political 
observers with persuading Representative Wilfred S. 
Mirsky of Dorchester to shift his vote on the sales tax 
measure. 

Mirsky recorded himself against the Governor’s orig¬ 
inal bill when it was given an unfavorable report by the 
taxation committee. His subsequent switch made possible 
a favorable report by the taxation committee which gave 
the Governor and his lieutenants at least temporarily a 
psychological lift. * 

Whatever transpired between Mirsky and Dr. Furcolo 
is secret known only to them, but the two were closeted 
together before Mirsky cast the vote which changed the 
picture in the taxation committee. 

Whatever Dr. Furcolo said to Representative Mirsky 
must have been convincing because the doctor apparently 
succeeded where others before him, including the Gov¬ 
ernor himself, had failed in their attempts to put Mirsky 

on the line for the sales tax.

lived with the matter for sev¬ 
eral months. 

“Very briefly, the bill pro¬ 
vides for a 3 per cent tgx on 
commodity sales with a number 
of exemptions. The exemptions 
include food, prescription drugs, 
items which are already sub¬ 
ject to a sales tar (such as gaso 
line)* childrens* clothing, and 
some others. It is estimated the 
proceeds will amount to 112’a 
million dollars per year. Two 
thirds, estimated at 75 million 
dollars, would be distributed to 
the cities and towns of the Com¬ 
monwealth under a two-prong¬ 
ed formula, .with the balance 
of about 37 1 i million being re¬ 
tained by the State for its gen¬ 
eral fund. 

“Also embodied in the bill is a 
provisior to increase income tax 
dependency exemptions from 
$400 to $600 ($6.15 per chilld), 


and a provision containing a 
rather complicated formula for 
limiting tax rarer; in the various 
communities. The seller is 
charged with responsibility for 
collecting the tax and making 
monthly returns to the State, 
for which he is allowed 2 per 
cent of the tax due. 

“The reasons given for the 
proposal were a need for relief 
for property owners, a ‘des¬ 
perate’ need for millions of ad¬ 
dition il State funds, and a de¬ 
sire to create a more f avorable 
climate for industry. It is in¬ 
teresting to note that nothing 
whatever was said about relief 
for income taxes until very re¬ 
cently. 

“The desperate need for ad¬ 
ditional 3tatc funds at the pres- 
. time has, of course, been 
already proved untrue. There¬ 
fore as a Republican I cannot 
approved the raising of 37Vi mil¬ 
lion of additional tax revenue 
until I know it is necessary and 
where it is going. This I believe 
is one of the reasons many Re¬ 
publicans who do not object to 
sales taxes are opposed to this 
bill. The recent concessions 
made by the Governor in his 
special message of July 1st,

giving some relief to earned and 
unearned income taxes are not 
sufficient to overcome this ob¬ 
jection and in fact are less lib¬ 
eral than in the amended bill 
which the Committee rejected 
previously. 

“Now lot us look at the bill 
Itself. There are naturally 
many controversial points cen¬ 
tering around exempt items 
and non-exempt items — for in¬ 
stance, what constitutes child¬ 
ren’s clothing?; why exempt 
prescription medicines while 
not exempting other equally 
necessary drugs?; and the argu¬ 
ment that candy is food. These

they are contributing factors 
In the ultimate substitution of 
general sales taxes for limited 
sales taxes. 

“Another controversial point 
is the method of distributing 
the share allocated to cities and 
towns. This would be based on 
a combination of $35. for each 
school child aged 5 to 16 years, 
plus an amouunt based on per 
capita grants varying from 
$5:50 per capita for popul¬ 
ations of less than 10,000 to 
$14.50 per capita for the City 
of Boston. It is subject to much 
criticism depending upon where 
you live. It is also being in¬ 
terpreted by those closely inden- 
tified with education as an ad¬ 
ditional $35 per child for schools 
— a responsible assumption 
though quite untrue. 

“Earlier in this memorandum 
I mentioned the property tax 
limit provision. This is one of 
the main arguments given by 
proponents of the Furcolo 
sales tax. It is Intended to fix 
a tax rate limited f or each com¬ 
munity based on assessed val¬ 
uation for the previous 3 years, 
a limit which can be changed 
only by a vote of the people 
in a city or town election and 
then only if least 50 per 
cent of those who voted in the 
previous state election vote on 
the question. This sounds very 
well and the intention is ob¬ 
viously sincere, but from a 
practical point of view it is 
quite misleading. 

“Most people with whom I 
have talked think their city 
tax rate will be frozen. This is 
not so — neither will their tax 
bill. The tax rate set under this 
formula does not include taxes 
levied to pay such assessments 
as the MTA, MDC, county costs, 
etc., nor docs it include the in¬ 
terest and principal on city 
bond issues. 

“It does not prevent increas¬ 
ing of assessed valuations as a 
means of circumventing increas¬ 
es in tax rates. Most impor¬ 
tant of all, the fixed portion of 
the tax rate does include the 
cost of uncontrollable items 
such as the school budgets, 
cost of pensions, normal salary 
increases for employes, etc. 
This situation alone could raise 
havoc with the operating bud¬ 
get of a community. It may 
be the reason why so few city 
and town officials have record¬ 
ed themselves in favor of this 
bill. 

“So far as industry is con¬ 
cerned, I have yet to see facts 
and figures to indicate with any 
degree of assurance that it will 
be happier in Massachusetts 
with a sales tax than without 
one. The small saving in real 
estate taxes, it seems to me, 
would be more than offset by 
the amount of sales taxes paid 
by industry itself, and no re¬ 
lief for corporate taxes is con¬ 
templated in this proposal or 
any other that I know of. Per¬ 
haps my viewpoint is a short¬ 
sighted one, but I feel the bur¬ 
den of proof is on others. How¬ 
ever, I believe my legislative 
record in the cause of private 
industry speaks for itself. 

“Finally, we have been told 
that because 120 million of our 
people live under sales taxes 
of one kind or another it Is good 
for Massachusetts. Again I feel 
the burden of proof Is on others, 
but it should also he noted that 
many of these states Involved 
have no Income tax, that the 
others have a far smaller In¬ 
come tax levy than we do, that 
in many of them the sales tax 
lias become a general one, and 
that every state In the Union 
has an element of control over 
school budgets except our own. 
Such factors make It very dif¬ 
ficult to make true compari¬ 
sons. 

“The new bill which has now 
been reported favorably by the 
Taxation Committee after some 
shameful manipulations, and 
rejected by the Ways and Means 
Committee, is a compromise 
measure so far as relief for in¬ 
come-taxes is concerned. How¬ 
ever, there are several points 
about it which should be known: 
“1. Property tax payers will get 
less than under the first 
proposal. 

“2. Little or nothing has been 
done to help those retired 
people living on the fruits 
of their savings. 

“3. Manufacturing machinery 
is not exempted. 

“4. The same unworkable prop¬ 
erty tax limit formula exists 
which will NOT prevent 
tax rates from rising. 

“5. The State will still retain 
some 15 million dollars 
which It does not need and 
which can only encourage 
more spending. 

“Whether I believe in sales 
taxes in principle is really not 
the most important thing. What 
is important is that as a repre- 
| sentative of about 47,000 people 
and a responsible member of 
the Committee on Taxation. I 
must sift out the basic points 
as to need, merit and whether 
it will do what it is claimed 
it will do. In my honest judg¬ 
ment the case for a sales tax 
in Massachusetts, particularly 
along the presently proposed 
lines, has not been proved.”

home of Miss Rebecca White 
at 122 Islington rd. 

The Aldermen held up other 
appropriations amounting to 
$109,260 and gave their assent 
to suggested expenditures to¬ 
talling only $21,185. 

Held up by the committee on 
finance and public works were 
proposed appropriations of $46, 
835 for the acceptance and con¬ 
struction of that portion of Al¬ 
len ave. which is still a private 
way, $35,855 for the acceptance 
and construction of Fernwood 
rd., and $13,070 for the accep¬ 
tance and construction of that 
part of Wood End rd. which has 
not yet been built as a public 
street. 

The committee also held up 
a recommended appropriation 
of $13,500 for the construction 
of an off-street parking area on 
Chapel st. in Nonantum. 

Approved by the Aldermen 
were appropriations of $8000 
for the establishment of an ad¬ 
ditional off-street parking area 
at Melrose ave. and Lexington 
st., and $3000 for the purchase 
of parking meters to be install¬ 
ed on Watertown st., and $920 
for the extension of a water 
main in Mildred rd. 

Also passed at this week’s 
Aldermanic meeting was a 
$6000 appropriation to defray 
part of the expense of conduct¬ 
ing the summer session at the 
Newton High School which was 
costlier than anticipated. 

A $1765 appropriation to 
make possible the settlement of 
a workmen’s compensation case 
involving Arthur Ciolfi, received 
the stamp of approval from the 
city fathers.

deficit of the transit system 
can be lowered. 

The feasibility of changing 
operating methods should be 
studied carefully, the Mayor as¬ 
serted. 

“Just because something has 
been done a certain way ior 20 
years doesn't necessarily mean 
that it is the best or most effi¬ 
cient way or that we must keep 
on doing it that way,” Whit¬ 
more asserted. 

Mayor Whitmore issued-his 
statement urging a sweeping 
probe of all facets of the MTA 
operations a short time after 
the trustees of the road had an¬ 
nounced that they are opposed 
to any rise in fares, notwith¬ 
standing the tremendous deficit 
which must be met by the 14 
cities and towns served by the 
transit system. 

The feasibility of zone fares, 
extension of circles beyond the 
present MTA district and the 
assessment of a portion of the 
deficit upon “fringe communi¬ 
ties” are among the matters 
that Whitmore proposed be 
studied. 

He pointed out that under 
the law nothing can be done, 
to institute a fare increase un¬ 
less it is recommended by tne 
MTA trustees. 

At the same time Whitmore 
conceded that any attempt to 
compel the “fringe” communi¬ 
ties to pay any part of the 
MTA loss would undoubtedly 
be blocked in the Legislature 
and that any plan for extend-

Over 3600 Names Taken 
Off Voting List Here 


City Clerk Monte G. Basbas 
reported today that more than 
3600 persons have been dropped 
from Newton’s voting lists 
since the State and Presidential 
elections last November. 

In a big majority of cases 
their names were stricken from 
the city’s voting rolls because 
they were not listed by police 
in January as residing at the 
addresses from which they were 
registered as voters. 

Basbas said that those whose 
new addresses are known will 
be sent cards and that they 
may restore themselves to the 
voting lists by filling out the 
cards and returning them to 
him. 

A small percentage of those 
dropped are women who were 
married last year and must now 


re-register under their married 
names. 

A few, of course, have died. 

Newton now has 46,351* en¬ 
rolled voters, a drop of about 
3600 below the approximately 
50,000 who were eligible to cast 
ballots in last autumn’s elu¬ 
tions. 

That number in all probability 
will be increased substantially 
before next fall’s municipal 
elections. 

Despite the fall off, Newton 
has approximately 3788 more 
votes than were registered at 
this time a year ago. It is con¬ 
sidered extj-emely unlikely, how¬ 
ever, that the registration in 
the next three months will be 
anywhere nearly as h^avy as it

Greenough to Newton water 
officials informing them that 
the increase in the consump¬ 
tion of water lias been so great 
that a critical situation already 
has been created. 

Greenough has appealed for 
voluntary reductions in the 
use of water in Newton and 
elsewhere. Emergency regula¬ 
tions with the force of law be¬ 
hind them, however, can only 
he issued by local authorities 
in Newton and the other 25 
cities and towns. 

Present indications are that 
it will be necessary to issue 
such rules by the weekend un¬ 
less rain brings an end to the 
drought and furnishes a nat¬ 
ural watering fo bone dry 
lawns. 

Any emergency restrictions 
which are sought by Greenough 
will apply to Newton as well as 
Hie other communities in the 
MDC water district, it was em¬ 
phasized. 

These special regulations can 
he adopted only after the State 
Department of Public Health 
rules that an emergency exists. 

Commissioner Greenough ex¬ 
plainer! to The Graphic that a 
rainfall is needed not to replen¬ 
ish the water supply- there is 
plenty of water in the MDC 
reservoirs—but to cut down on 
the consumption of water. 

The problem confronting 
Greenough is that his depart¬ 
ment can’t get the water 
through the mains as fast as 
people are using it. The result 
is a drop in water pressure in 
many communities which at 
times has become dangerous. 

A rainfall would cause house¬ 
holders to turn off their host's, 
ieducing water use and making 
emergency measures unneces 
sary. 

Newton Is one of (ho compar¬ 
atively few communities in 
eastern Massachusetts where 
no general restrictions have yet 
been imposed. 

The Garden City actually has 
had no water shortage; nor is 
it faced with one. So far New¬ 
ton has been bet ♦or off from 
the standpoint of its water sup¬ 
ply than almost any of the 
neighboring cities and towns. 

Newton residents, for ex¬ 
ample, have been free to water 
their lawns when and how they 
pleased except when the neces¬ 
sity of maintaining a high wa¬ 
ter pressure fight fires 
caused isolated and temporary 
bans on lawn-sprinkling.

1. Newton Is In the MDC wa- 
te» system, where some of the 
smaller communities have been 
dependent upon their own wa¬ 
ter supplies and are now be¬ 
latedly starting to Hooa into 
the MDC mains, an action which 
takes a considerable period of 
time. 

2. Newton is the first city 
on the MDC water line. It taps 
into the MDC wa r system be¬ 
fore Boston, Malden or any oth¬ 
er city in the metropolitan area. 
That means that Newton is able 
to obtain a sufficient volume 
of water to maintain an ade¬ 
quate pressure except when 
there are unusual demands in 
a particular section, as is the 
case when a fire breaks out. 

3. Newton’s water mains are 
big enough to carry a sufficient 
volume of water to maintain 
the water pressure under all 
but the most extraordinary cir¬ 
cumstances. 

Brush fires this week caused 
momentary restrictions o n 
lawn-watering in some parts of 
the city. The limitations were 
lifted within a short time after 
the blazes were extinguished. 

Metropolitan District chair¬ 
man Grecnough, however, said 
he is contemplating the declar¬ 
ation of a water emergency In 
26 cities and towns, Including 
Newton, unless there Is a sharp 
reduction in the use of water. 

Such a reduction would re¬ 
sult only from a heavy rain¬ 
fall since most householders 
are using mo»*e and more wa 
ter on their dried and parched 
lawns. 

Greenough made a plea for 
the judicious use of water in 
Newton, asserting that unless 
residents throughout the entire 
metropolitan area police their 
own use of water, they will be 
placed under stern restrictions. 

He said thut any restrictions 
invoked by Newton officials will 
have the force of law and that 
householders who fall to comply 
with them may suffer drastic 
consequences. 

Greenough emphasized that 
he considers the situation an 
extremely serious one for resi¬ 
dents of Newton as well as 
those in the other 25 cities and 
towns served by the MDC wa 
ter system. 

‘We can’t afford to waste any 
water,” Greenough asserted.

One was that he didn’t receive the help he expected 
from business and industry. The other was that the 
measure didn’t get the support that was anticipated from 
Republican legislators. Furcolo himself is at least partly 
. to blame on each count. 

When he announced last January that he would seek 
a sales tax, the Governor declared that one of the para¬ 
mount reasons for doing so was to improve the industrial 
cilmate in Massachusetts, to encourage new industry to 
come here and by so doing create more jobs and make 
the State more prosperous. 

Subsequently, when Furcolo made public his sales 
tax bill, which was copied from the Connecticut law, 
Kurtz M. Hanson, president of the Associated Indus¬ 
tries of Massachusetts and the spokesman for industry 
in the State, pointed out that one phase of the bill pro¬ 
viding for a tax on machinery would prevent the realiza¬ 
tion of the very objectives Furcolo said he hoped to 
achieve. 

In several different statements Hanson announced 
that he would support the bill if the machinery tax were 
eliminated from it. The spokesman for industry repeat¬ 
edly that the machinery tax would darken the industrial 
climate, would discourage new industries from coming 
here and would be a deterrent to industrial expanision. 

Furcolo paid no attention to those statements even 
when he was preparing his second and third sales tax 
messages and even when it must have been evident to 
him that he was not going to get very enthusiastic sup¬ 
port from industry for a bill which the top spokesman for 
industry asserted would be harmful rather than beneficial 
to the so-called industrial climate. 

If this writer were forced to choose between Furcolo’s 
statement that the sales tax bill would help industry in 
Massachusetts and Hanson’s statement that the measure, 
as devised, would hurt industry, we would feel impelled 
to accept the appraisal of the spokesman for industry. 

It must he obvious to any objective onloooker that 
if Hanson believed that the sales tax hill would have 
done the tilings Furcolo claimed it would do, the A.I.M. 
president would have been out appealing fervently for 
its adoption. 

Instead, Hanson waited for Furcolo to make the re¬ 
vision in the bill that would have made the measure ac¬ 
ceptable to industry. That change never was written into 
the measure. • It isn’t surprising that Furcolo didn’t get 
energetic backing from business and industry. What is 
surprising in view of all the circumstances is that he 
expected any. 

On Furcolo’s second complaint that he didn’t get non¬ 


partisan Republican support for the sales tax bill, it is 
only fair to point out that Mr. Furcolo himself hasn’t 
been exactly a non-partisan Governor. 

He offended many Republican legislators in the 
very first speech he made as Governor when, instead of 
delivering an inaugural address in the aeeepted sense of 
the word, he levelled what amounted to an assault upon 
former Governor Christian A. Herter and lamented 
about the “finaneial mess” he elaimed he had inherited. 

Despite that thinly veiled attack at Herter, when 
Furcolo first announced that he would recommend a sales 
tax, ex-Governor Herter publicly applauded him for doing 
so and agreed with Furcolo that a sales tax was needed. 

Executive Councillor Christian A. Herter, Jr., son of 
the former Governor, who must have resented Furcolo’s 
attack upon his father, also endorsed Furcolo’s proposal 
for a sales tax. In fact, the younger Herter wrote an 
article telling why he favored a sales tax, and debating 
the issue with Democratic State Senator Leader John E. 
Powers who was opposing the basic principle of a sales 
tax. It was published in a number of newspapers. 

Furcolo had a good deal of non-partisan Republican 
support when ho first announced himself for a sales tax. 
Some of that support fell away, however, when he dis¬ 
closed the specific details of his hill and when members 
of the G.O.P. heard what business leaders such as A.I.M. 
President Hanson had to say about the measure. 

A good many Republicans, who favored the basic 
principle of the sales tax and were in agreement with 
Furcolo at the start, were unwilling to accept the specific 
bill he presented. The Governor, presumably believing 
he was eventually going to win his fight, made no real 
effort to compromise and meet them half way. 

It is rather ironic that persons close to Governor 
Furcolo should be critical of the Republicans for not giv¬ 
ing greater support to the sales tax but say nothing about 
Senator Powers and AFL Legislative Agent Kenneth J. 
Kelly who fought the bill so violently. 

If any two men in Massachusetts were to be singled 
out as more responsible than anyone else for the defeat 
of the sales tax, they would he Powers and Kelly. They 
battled the proposal every step of the way. They toured 
the State speaking against it. 

Those who didn’t want a sales tax can* principally 
thank Powers and Kelly that they’re not going to get it 
this year at least. Those who wanted a sales tax can 
blame Powers and Kelly because they’re not going to 
have one. 

There was no attempt by the Republican leadership 
to whip the GOP legislators into line either for or against 
the sales tax. The Republican law-makers were free to 
make up their minds as to how they would vote on the 
matter. 

You couud cite a number of reasons for the rejection 
of the measure. 1. The bill itself appeared to be a poorly 
conceived one. 2. The fight for its passage was waged 
at times in a very inept manner. 3. The Republican legis¬ 
lators were affronted by Governor Furcolo before the 
legislative session even began. 

But the overpowering reason for the defeat of the 
bill was that a majority of the legislators of Beacon Hill, 
numbering both Democrats and Republicans, felt that 
the people of their districts — the citizens they repre¬ 
sent in the State government — don’t want a sales tax. 

If they were wrong, they’ll have to answer to the 
voters for it when they stand for reelection a year from 
next fall, for you may be sure the sales tax will be the 
big issue in a good many campaigns waged across the 
State for legislative seats in the autumn of 1958. 

Incidentally, some property owners are under the im¬ 
pression that they would have received a reduction in 
their real estate tax bills for this year if the sales tax 
had been passed. That is completely wrong. The sales 
tax would have no effect upon the 1957 real estate tax bills.

"Governor Hcrter twice said 
he would sign a sales tax bill 
if it should be presented to him.

"With the Democrats divided 
over a Democratic Governor’s 
request for a sales tax, Republi 
can votes could have passed it 
had enough voted for it,” Raw 
son continued. 

"Wherever a sales tax has 


been enacted, it has produced 
if has made the public so 
govermental economy because 
thoroughly tax-conscious that 
they have driven out of office

lacked the votes to substitute 
that bill. 

“The Governor’s bill was the 
only bill we could get,” Raw 
son went on. “Had we passed 
that, I have sufficient faith in 
Massachusetts to believe that 
we could improve the law next 
year. In some cases, at least, 
experience gained through trial 
and error proves to be a reli¬ 
able guide. 

“I believe the defeat of tills 
hill may well Increase the de¬ 
mand for a graduated State In¬ 
come tax,” Rawson stated. “If 
we are ever forced to partake 
of that ‘witches brew,’ the pub¬ 
lic will rise up and fervently 
cry out, 'God Save the Com¬ 
monwealth of Massachusetts. 

Representative Rawson de¬ 
clared that "it is my considered 
conviction that in voting for 
the Governor's limited sales tax 
bill last week, that vote was 
cast in the public interest, as 
my limited intelligence indicat¬ 
ed to me. 

“Rea! estate taxes, the chief 


source of municipal revenue, 
have become almost confisca 
lory,” Rawson asserted. “They 
arc a millstone around the neck 
of the homeowner and the 
rent-payer who have the land 
lord’s taxes to pay and a seri¬ 
ous obstacle to business and in¬ 
dustry which alone can employ 
our people. 

"Every city and town would 
have received a grant for local 
tax reduction, Newton’s alone 
being $5 on the tax rate. 

"The $10 per $1000 which Bos 
ton was due to receive would 
have been a tremendous help. 
There is no doubt that Boston 
is headed for economic collapse 
unless heroic measures are 
taken, witness the closing of 
throe outstanding stores re¬ 
cently. 

“Whatever our personal opin¬ 
ions or political beliefs, we can 
not afford to see Boston col 
lapse, for that might easily en¬ 
danger the credit of the Com 
monwealt h,’’ Representative 
Rawson concluded.

Because of its heavy 
consumption of electric power 
a greater number of heat com¬ 
ponents and higher voltage are 
used.

Or ore new restrlc- 
lons on length, frequency, volume 
»nd content of commercials in order? 
The FTC Is using a new monitoring 
unit that will film and tape-record 
commercials for investigation. 

<3» How can UHF be rncouraced? 
3lnce 1948 the FCC has known that 
12 VHF channels can’t meet the de¬ 
mands of a growing TV industry; 
but effective use of the higher chan¬ 
nels has been slowed down by the 
need for cooperation on the part of 
manufacturers, stations. sponsors 
and consumers . . . with nobody 
willing to be the first to “Jump.” 
Proposals under consideration so far 
have included the shifting of all TV 
to UHF, eliminating the VHF chan¬ 
nels altogether . . . and removal or 
the federal excise tax from the sales 
of all-channel (UHF-VHFi sets.
